State no longer leads in conservation

When Foxconn Technology Group begins construction 
of an industrial plant large enough to cover the entire Vil- 
lage of Shorewood, it will be exempted from state environ- 
mental requirements that any other company would have 
to follow. 

Foxconn can fill in wetlands that are regulated by the 
state, change the course of streams, even build in a stream 
running through the property if it wants to. 

In addition, the plant will use potentially polluting 
chemicals to manufacture an array of super-high-defini- 
tion display panels. Yet no environmental impact state- 
ment will be required by state officials for one of the larg- 
est economic development projects in U.S. history. 

“That was not a request that came from Foxconn,” said 
Tim Sheehy, president of the Metropolitan Milwaukee As- 
sociation of Commerce, who was involved in negotiations 
with the company.

It came from state officials, who believed the environ- 
mental reviews could slow the giant complex in Racine 
County —the plant will be three times larger than the Pen- 
tagon — and persuade the Taiwan-based company to 
build its liquid crystal display panel plant someplace else. 

The help for Foxconn underscores how Gov. Scott Walk- 
er and fellow Republicans, since voters gave them control 
in 2010, have engineered the biggest shift in natural re- 
source management in decades by easing regulations and 
promoting business-friendly policies. 

The changes have wide-ranging implications for the

In a health care system teeming with 
fine print, here’s an oddity that middle- 
class people who buy insurance on their 
own, rather than through an employer, 
need to know: You might want to take a 
pay cut next year. 

Consider the situation of a 63-year- 
old married couple with a projected 
household income of $70,000 next year. 
The lowest-cost health plan they can 
buy in Milwaukee County will cost them 
$24,034.80. 

If that couple’s income falls to 
$60,000, however, the same health plan

For months, Milwaukee Bucks Presi- 
dent Peter Feigin had a simple answer 
when asked about the naming rights 
deal for the new arena: Soon. 

Soon is coming much later than ex- 
pected for a deal that the Bucks believe 
is worth up to $200 million, will last 20 
years and serve as the financial linchpin 
to the $524 million downtown arena 
project. 

And it’s clear that securing a naming 
rights partner is far more complicated 
than simply putting a local company’s 
name in lights on the side of the build- 
ing. It’s evolved into an international ef- 
fort that’s banking on the NBA's explod-
